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GAPS IN THE HIGHWAY INSURES ITS EMPLOYES 


State Highway Commissioner 
Charles F. Stern, in an address 
before the delegates to the League 
of California Municipalities, ask- 
ed.that cities build the state high- 
way through their incorporated 
limits, 

The commissioner has touched 
a sore spot with many of us, says 
the Fresno Herald. 

There is nothing more ridicul- 
cus than to have such a magni- 

_ficent stretch of paved highway 
running for hundreds of miles up 
and down our state only to have 
breaks in many of the cities. The 
contrast is most inspiring, to be 
sure, but the inspiration comes 
when it is needed the least. 

It is to the great credit of many 
cities and towns that they have 
eonstructed or they are having 
constructed the connecting links. 
But it is likewise to the great dis- 
eredit of many cities, and in the 
end it is to the discredit of the 
state, that these necessary con- 
necting links are not being con- 
structed. 

It is neither good business for 
the cities which have not connect. 
ed its paved streets with the high 
ways, nor for the state. 

The city gets some unwelcom 
advertising. In ‘fact, many mo- 
torists know certain cities by their 
failure to build a. mile or so of 
pavement in such advantageous 


positions. To the tourist within 
our confines there comes a ming- 
led surprise and disappointment 


with such a condition. The dis-. 
credit in such case goes to the 
state. .The tourist doesn’t think 
of the town. He puts a black 
mark against California. And om 
tourist trade and tourist opinion 
is. not. inconsequential, by ans 
means. Let us not forget this. 

Then, it is not only a matter of 
actual need to construct thes 
ecnnecting links, but as a matte: 
of policy for the particular town 
anda matter of patriotism fo: 
the entire state these stretches of 
pavement should be continued. 

Of course, some day will sec 
this work done. But let us not 
put off until tomorrow what we 
‘can just as well do today. And 
‘in the meantime, if we do it to. 
day, we will be reaping certain 
credit.

For example, one 
has requested that the 
4500 be distributed amongst her 
seven children. Doubtless, she 
feels that at least she has now 
some small protection for those 
dear to her in case their support 
is withdrawn by reason of her 
death.
